Kingston, Jamaica, Jan. 16—All the 
houses within a radius of ten milea 
wete injured by the earthquake on 
Monday and almost'every house in 
the city was destroyed. Fire broke out 
atter the earthquake and completed 
the work of destruction. The busi- 
ness section of Kingston is a heap of 
smouldering ashes. The killed number 
about four hundred, and thousands 
were injured. The churches, public | 
offices and hotels are all gone, but | 
there were no fatalities at the Con- 
stant Spring hotel. Among the killed | 
were Sir James Ferguson aud promin- 
ent merchants and professional men. 

St. Thomas, D.W.I., Jan. 16—Re- 
ports received here from Jamaica 
say Gat it is estimated that a thous- 
and persons have been killed by the | 
earthquake and fire, and that ninety | 
thousand persons are homeless The 
damage to Kingston alone is placed at 
ten millions. — 

St. Thomas, Noon, Jan. 16—Later 
edvices received here from Jamaica 
declare that all people have been 
warmed to keep away from Kingston. 
The stench there is described as aw- 
ful. There is no fodder for animals, | 
famine is imminent, money is use- 
Icss. The banks have been burned, 

@ but the safes are supposed to be in- 
tact. The misery on all sides is in- 
describable. Rich and poor are alike 
homeless. Provisions of all kinds are 
urgently needed. Loss of life is very 


great, but exact numbers are not yet 


known. The dead are being buried 
under smouldering ruins. The mere 
cantile community suffered most 


heavily, warchouses falling in many 
places. Many professional men are 
dead or injured. Tue negroes are 
looting. Ghastly scenes are being wit- 
nessed every hour. All the shops 
have been destroyed, and buildings 
jin and around Kingston are in ruins. 
| Very few of them are safe to live in. 
| The governor and his party are unin- 
jured. It is reported that an extinct 
voleano in the parish of Portland is 
showing signs of activity but this has 
| not been verified. No news has yet 
| been received from other parts of the 
Island of Jamaica, all communication 
being very difficult. 

Washington, D.C., Jan. 16—The 
weather bureau issued the following 
bulletin: The earthquake recorded at 
| the weather bureau on Monday, Jan. 
14 at 3 hours, 38 minutes, 23 seconds 
} p.m,, is undoubtedly a record of the 
earthquake that has occurred in the 
| Island of Jamaica, at the same hour. 
| Press reports so far are indefinite 
jas to the time the earthquake occur- 
fred, at Kingston. We deduce that 
| this earthquake at its origin began at 
| 3 hours, 33 minutes, 9 seconds p.m., 
| 75th meridian time, Jan. 14. Judging 
| from the magnitude of the motion 
| recorded at Washington we regard 
|the present disaster as of relatively 
slight intensity as compared with 
other recent great earthquakes.
